Conductor Andrew Comstock, who was 
crossing. on his bridge car, came upon the 
stranger walking from the east end 
he reached @ point tlwvee-quariers of the 
way across, or one-fourth of the distance 
from the St. Louis ievee. 

Comsgteck saw the man walking along the 
south ‘Bde of the bridge in an unusuaiiy 
faitering manner, then sudaenly mount the 
rail and disappear toward the river below.

Humane Society Inspector Says Igor- 
rotes Would Like to Beat 
Dogs to Death. 


John H. Finnell of 630 Virginia avenue, 
special agent for the Woman's Humane 5o- 
ciety of Missouri, amnounced Tuesday that 
he will take a stand near the Filipino 
reservation at the World’s Fair and there 
guard the interests of the &. Louis Fidos, 
Towsers and Rovers. 

The first native St. Louis dog that Mr. 
Finnell sees escorted into the bailiwick of 
the sayage Igorrotes he will follow with 


his eye. 

In case this dog is killed and baked for 
tribal repasts, Mr. Finnell says he will 
institute proceedings against Dr. J. K. 
Hunt, governor of the colony, for violat- 
ing the section of revised ordinance No. 


1002, forbidding crueity to animals. 

“T am instructed by my society to do 
this,”’ Mr. Finnell expiains, ‘‘and 1 am go- 
ing to see that the law is enforced. These 
savages must not be allowed to practice 
such customs in a civilized community like 
St. Louis. 

‘Dr. Hunt told me that when the igvur- 
rotes catch a dog they tie him to a stake, 
beat him to death and then roast him 
whole. 

“It is a violation of the law to kill a do 
this wae in St. Louis, but Dr. Hunt tol 
me the Igorrotes are looking for dogs, and 
this will hapren if they find them. 

“I was out there last Saturday to inves- 
tigate and the Filipino —- cook, Mr. 
Baker, offered me a bowl of dog soup. 

“I respectfully declined to drink any of 
it, although I’m not sure whether it was 
made of or not. Anyhow, there wasn't 
enough evidence to make a case.

Bent of Judge Parker’s Mind. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

The article in the Green Bag goes into 
a discussion of decisions rendered by Judge 
Parker in important cases, in. many of 
which there was a division of the court, 
the decisions being given by a majority 
of 1 to 3. For obvious reasons we cCan- 
not follow these decisions in detail, 
we give the summing up made by the 
writer after compiling the review: 

“This discussion of Judge Parker's re- 
cent opinions has been already too far pro- 
tracted; but I trust that it is evident 
enough that anyone who cares to follow 
the workings of a very active and vig- 
orous judicial mind and of a very closely 
divided court of last resort, will find of in- 
terest thé contemporary decisions of the 
New York Court of Appeals. Judge Park- 
-er’s tendency, as above. noted, is not only 
to held private litigants strictly to the 
letter of their contracts, but is to refrain 
from relying on general principles of policy 
to nullify legislative: er nents. That this 
tendency in both cases es the true 
path of a judge is, it to me, un- 
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the judicial department. The remedy 
often as bad as the disease.” 

This appears to’ indicate that the bent 
of Judge Parker's mind leads him to obey 
the law, and not to make law to meet 
particular exigencies. In this respect at 
least he presents a striking contrast to 
the man whom, if nominated, he will have 
to oppose.
